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REMARKS BY THE SELECTMEN. 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submit to the Town their 
report for the year ending February 28, 1899. 

The roads, bridges and culverts have been kept in such condi- 
tion as to render travel for both teams and pedestrians agreeable 
and safe at all times and in all places, excepting on one occasion, 
when a large fall of snow caused inconvenience for a day, and 
again when a rain and sudden freeze made our sidewalks very 
slippery. 

As many of our streets are to be opened up during the coming 
year for the purpose of laying a system of sewerage, it has not 
seemed wise to expend more than was needed to keep them in 
good repair. 

The widening of East Central street will be a very great im- 
provement and should be followed, whenever the ‘Town can afford 
to do it, by adding fifteen feet to the present width of North 
Main street all the distance between the B. & A. R. R. crossing 
to the corner of Park avenue and North Main street. This 
change would, as we believe, add value to the real estate of a 
large portion of Natick lying north cf the railroad for a distance 
of two miles ur more. 

When the system of sewerage shall be completed, we think it 
would be economy to adopt a system of macadam, or crushed stone 
for the principal avenues leading into and through our town. 

A certain installment of such work done each year would give 
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us most desirable streets in a few years without appreciable extra 
cost. 

We fully endorse the management of the present Superintendent 
of Streets of work under his charge, and commend his discretion 
and judgment. One hundred and five dollars was charged to 
the Superintendent more than he received, therefore the unex- 
pended balance was $1,235.57 instead of $1,180.57, as shown in 
the road account. 


* * % % 


The appropriation for sidewalks we think should be at least 
one thousand dollars for the coming year, as there are many Calls 
by abutters who are willing to share the expense, as provided by 
law. 


The overdraw under the appropriation for necessary town uses 
was caused by a few items not anticipated. These were in part 
salary of inspector of cattle and burial of diseased animals, | 
$158.33. 

Poles and wires for lights on Leach’s lane, $92.91. For ex- 
penses of this nature special appropriations should be made. 


We take pride in being able to call our readers’ attention to the 
fact that only a few of the accounts where the expenditures are 
controlled by us have been overdrawn, and that the unexpended 
balances are very largely in the majority. 


On the 20th day of August, 1894, Mr. Milton F. Jones, being 
called away from Natick, resigned his position as Auditor. Mr. 
Erdix T. Turner, a well-known and very eflicient accountant, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 

We are pleased to certify to the very able manner in which the 
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work of auditing the town’s accounts has been performed by 
both of the above-named gentlemen. 


The police have had much extra work the past year, caused 
undoubtedly by our policy of prosecuting those persons engaged 
in the illegal liquor traffic. In all instances, so far as we are 
informed, the members of the force have acquitted themselves in 
a fearless and commendable manner, and they have not only our 
hearty sympathy and endorsement, but the good wishes of all 
law-abiding citizens. 

As the Boston & Albany Railroad Company may employ a 
large force of foreigners in the town this year, we have recom- 
mended a slight addition to the police appropriation. 


* % * * 


In the matter of Waban street, the Selectmen have done nothing 
more than to keep it in repair, for the reason that no special ap 
propriation was made to cover expenses of land damages. 


# * * * 


Concerning the claim of Mrs. Mary Sweeney, widow of Pat- 
rick Sweeney, who lost his life while at work for the town, July 
31, 1898, which was referred to the Selectmen by vote of the town 
at its last annual meeting, Mrs. Sweeney, with attorney and wit- 
nesses, was given a hearing on Jan. 17, 1895, and adjourned to 
Jan. 22d following. We were not convinced that Mrs. Sweeney 
had a legal claim against the town, and therefore have no recom- 
mendation to make. 


% * * I 


The Selectmen, after consultation with the Electric Co., found 
it inexpedient to reduce the number of arc lights, as voted by the 
town, the appropriation being insufficient to defray the expense 
of making the change from arc to incandescent lamps. We 
have received four petitions from different locations for extra 
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lights, but have been unable to put them in on account of lack of 
‘sufficient appropriation. We believe an extra appropriation 
should be made sufficient to cover the cost of maintaining the 
extra lights petitioned for. We were able to arrange with the 
Electric Co. for the maintenance of two additional lights on 
Leach’s lane without extra cost to the town ; the only expense 
‘we were obliged to incur was the cost of the erection of poles and 
wires, which was charged to the account of the appropriation for 
necessary town uses. 
* * * BS 

It was voted by the town at the March meeting of 1894 that 
the Selectmen be the committee to investigate and report to the 
town at the next annual meeting on the matter of a town 
hall. We have given this matter very careful consideration, 
deeming it of great importance. 

Owing to the fact that the town will have to borrow a large 
sum of money before the contemplated sewerage system is com- 
pleted, in addition to the cost of abolishing the railroad cross- 
ings, (a part of which will have to be borne by the town), we 
could not consistently advise the building of a suitable town 
hall at the present time, and will briefly state that we recom- 
mend that the town take a lease for five years of the three 
rooms at present occupied by the Selectmen, Assessors and Town 
Clerk, together with Concert Hall and South Hall, for town uses 
including Decoration Day exercises and the graduation exercises 
of the various schools, at $750 per annum. 

At a special Town Meeting held on November 30, 1894, it was 
voted that the Selectmen investigate and report to the town at 
its next annual meetivg upon Art. 3, namely: To see if the 
town will authorize its Selectmen tu lay out a street commencing 
at or near the Nutt-Purlin house, so-called, on East Central 
street, and running northerly to a point on Bacon street, under 
the betterment act, or otherwise act thereon. We have investi- 
gated this matter and recommended that it be indefinitely post- 
poned. 


* * * 
The final arrangements made and concluded with the Boston 
and Albany Railroad Corporation, by our Board, whereby the 
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tracks will be depressed not less than fifteen feet at North Main 
street, together with certain other changes, have been properly 
guarded by legislation, and we believe a very material advantage is 
thereby forever secured to our town. The Railroad Committee 
appointed by the town rendered very valuable assistance to us 
in the devising of plans.

POLICE REPORT. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit a report of the doings of the 
Police Department for the year ending March 1, 1895. 

At the beginning of the year, Arthur B. Crawford, Charles E. 
Tanner, Henry A. Pray and John Kearns were appointed pro 
tem. 

On the 29th of March the force was formed, Henry H. Howard 
being appointed Chief of Police, with Frank H. Bunker, John F. 
Sheldon, Henry A. Pray and Daniel Hunting as assistants. Joseph 
H. Littlefield was appointed May 30, 1894. From May Ist to 
November ist, Herman Godendorf and Patrick R. Slamin acted 
as Sunday officers. About the middle of July, Chief Howard 
resigned and since that time there has been no chief. The force 
have been under instructions of Col. Wm. Nutt. On the 19th of 
July, 1894, Dennis T. Sweeney was appointed, and at present the 
force is composed of Dennis T. Sweeney, Frank H. Bunker, John 
¥. Sheldon, Joseph H. Littlefield and Henry A. Pray.

There have been 32 store doors found unfastened. The past 
year has been an active one for the members of the Police 
Department, as may be inferred from the number of arrests and 
prosecutions. Most of the arrests and prosecutions have been 
for minor offences. Notwithstanding the many barriers thrown 
in the way of the police, an honest effort has been made to enforce 
the law and bring the offenders to the bar of justice. The duty 
of properly enforcing the various provisions of law in relation to 
keeping intoxicating liquors is one of corsiderable difficulty. 

HKighty-three search warrants for liquor have been served; in 33 
cases liquors were found, netting 380 gallons. Twenty-five 
seizures were ordered forfeited, and eight returned by the court. 
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There have been thirty-four complaints made: of these two 
offenders absconded before warrants for their arrest could be 
served; five pleaded guilty, twenty-six not guilty, with one still 
pending ; seven accepted sentence and fifteen appealed; seven 
were discharged and two placed on file. 

We are under many obligations for the prompt and hearty sup- 
port the Selectmen and special police have given us.

REMARKS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
POOR. 


In presenting our annual report, we are again obliged to record 
an overdraw of $817.06 over that of last year. The widespread 
depression of business throughout the country has been felt in our 
town, and an apparent increase in the number of dependent poor 
has been observed. 

The Overseers made their annual visit to the Farm, February 
22, and found everything in first-class condition. There is a 
slight increase in valuation over last year. There are at present 
19 inmates, 15 males and 4 females, at the Almshouse. | 

Mr. Hutchinson terminated his services as Warden April 15, 
and was succeeded by Mr. Adelbert O. Pearse, who since his 
appointment has given entire satisfaction. 

Mr. Engel, chairman of this board, and Dr. Wm. Richards, 
Town Physician, visited the Insane Asylum at Worcester, on the 
Feb. 27th for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not any of 
the insane, whose support is paid for by this town, could be 
removed to our Almshouse. After a careful examination of each 
case, they concluded that it was better to allow them to remain at 
the Institution, where they seem to be kindly cared for.

There have been no severe or prolonged cases of sickness at the 
farm. 

The sickness among the outside poor has been largely in ex- 
cess of any previous year. The severity of the winter has no 
doubt been the main factor producing it, while the stringency of 
the times has added to the list some who otherwise would have 
struggled as heretofore to avoid a call on public charity. 

The change in the warden and matron has given perfect satis- 
faction to inmates, so that at my visits there I have witnessed 
nothing but the pleasantest relations existing, and everything in- 
dicating social family content.

At an adjourned March meeting, 1894, it was voted that the 
moderator should appoint a committee of six to act pursuant to 
Article 12 of the Town Warrant.

As the law gives 
authority only to the Board of Selectmen to deal with Railroad 
corporations in the abolishment of grade crossings, this commit- 
tee had no power to act except in advising and recommending to 
the Selectmen such plan as seemed to be for the best interest of 
the Town. After a general consideration of the removal of grade 
crossings in the Town the committee communicated with the offi- 
cials of the Boston and Albany railroad, and the railroad sub- 
mitted a plan for the elevation of their tracks beginning at a 
point easterly of Marion street and going through the town over 
their present location at an elevation of fifteen feet above the 
present grade. The streets now crossed at grade by the railroad 
track were necessarily to be somewhat depressed. 

Subsequently a sub-committee was appointed to confer with 
the Officials of the Boston and Albany Railroad as to the practic- 
ability of depressing the railroad tracks. On May 16th, a second 
plan was submitted, which had been prepared by the engineers of 
the Railroad Company, showing the feasibility of depressing the 
tracks, and at the same time throwing them some feet further 
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north so as to}materially improve the curve inthe present loca- 
tion. 

The Committee heldfseveral meetings between the sixteenth 
day of May and the eleventh day uf July following, at which 
were considered the various plans. On said July eleventh, it was 
voted}‘That it}was the sense of the Committee to recommend 
and advocate the plan for the depression of the Railroad Tracks.”

Hospital, one for seven years and one for an unexpired term 
of six years; also to answer by the Australian system of 
balloting, the following question: ‘Shall licenses for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors be granted in this town?” For 
the purposes specified in this article, the poll will be opened 
immediately after the election of a Moderator, and will 
remain open continuously till 4.30 p. m., when it will be 
closed unless the meeting then assembled shall otherwise 
determine. 
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Arr. 3. To see how much money the town will grant 
for paying interest and existing liabilities ; for roads, bridges: 
and culverts ; for operating the stone crusher ; for sidewalks 
and crosswalks; for assisting and maintaining the poor ; 
for schools, school supplies and furniture; for repairing 
schoolhouses ; for evening schools ; for the fire department ; 
for police and watchmen ; for support of the Morse Institute ; 
for collection and abatement of taxes; for paying town 
officers ; for paying military aid and assisting poor soldiers, 
sailors and their families ; for decorating soldiers’ graves ; 
for lighting streets; for repairing and improving town 
property; for rent of town hall and office room for town 
officers; for suppressing the illegal sale of intoxicating 
liquor ; for necessary town uses.

Art. 20, To see if the town will vote to refund to 
Catherine Rice and the heirs of Nathan Rice $43.78, taxes 
on land assessed by mistake to said Nathan Rice from 1878 
to 1890, inclusive. 


Toseeif the town will authorize the Select- 
mento settle land damage with Eben Hanchett on East 
Central street. 


ArT. 22. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to lay pipes in certain cases where, in their 
judgment, it is for the interest of the town so to do, and to 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow not exceeding $2,000 for 
that purpose.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee: 


I hereby submit my second annual report, which is the 
fourth of the series of annual reports of the Superintendent 
of the public schools of Natick. 

Early in the year the Board voted to change the name of 
the Center School to Wilson School, the South Natick School 
to Eliot School, and the Walnut Hill School to Bacon School, 
in honor of Henry Wilson, John Eliot and John W. Bacon 
respectively. The new names will be used in this report. 


PROMOTIONS. 


This question of promotion is an old and troublesome one. 
Children are not born equal and they do not develop equally. 
Some have bright, quick minds, others have dull, slow minds. 
Some learn easily, others acquire knowledge with great 
difficulty. One matures early, another late; one is precocious 
in the primary grades and dull in the grammar grades; 
another is just the opposite; while others are quick or slow 
in all grades. To demand just as much from the dull child 
as from the bright one, from the weak as from the strong, 
and to keep them together upon the same work continuously 
or even for a year, is wrong. 

But when should a pupil be advanced to a higher grade? 
When his educational interests will be better promoted by 
the work and associations of that grade, and not until then. 
The bright child should not be kept back on account of his 
slower classmates, nor should the dull pupil be promoted to 
a position unfavorable to his best interests on account of his 
quicker companions. 
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Dullness is no disgrace, but to promote a pupil to a grade 
for which he is obviously unprepared and in which he will be 
more heavily handicapped, is not only unwise but unkind. 

Heretofore the rate of class advancement has been too 
slow for the brightest and strongest pupils and too rapid for 
the slow and weak; a year, except an occasional promotion 
over the work of an entire grade, being required of all alike 
for doing the work of each grade. With a desire to remedy 
this defect, and as far as possible to favor each individual 
pupil, the following plan has been adopted :— 

The brightest pupils are allowed to fix the rate of progress 
during the first half-year, and the class goes over the work of 
the grade in that time. At the middle of the year the class 
is divided into A and B sections, the A section containing 
those who have done the work satisfactorily and the B 
section containing the rest. The B section goes back to. 
review the first half-year’s work, new material being used and 
more attention being given to details, while the A section is 
promoted to join the B section of the next grade, thus being 
able to do the work of two grades in a year without skipping 
any essential principles. 

At first thought it would seem unwise to take the slower 
pupils over the work so rapidly the first half-year, but tests 
made elsewhere have convinced me that those pupils get a 
general although indefinite conception of the work which 
comes out during the last half-year into clearer relief even 
than under the former method. ’ 

By this plan of semi-annual promotions the bright as well 
as the dull pupils are provided for throughout the year. It 
is favorable to the pupil who for any reason failed to be pro- 
moted the preceding year ; for it gives him a quick review of 
the year’s work, and he is often prepared for promotion at 
the middle of the next year. 

The semi-annual promotions are made in the grades from 
the fourth to the ninth only. The plan is not applicable to 
the primary grades and the high school. But under it, it is 
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possible for a bright, healthy child to enter the high school 
two or three years earlier than under the old plan. Those 
who are promoted at the middle of the year are not over- 
worked, for they spend only about half as much time as the 
slower pupils, upon each subject, being able to master it so 
much more quickly. They are simply allowed to march and 
not compelled to mark time. If, however, a parent objects 
to having his child promoted twice a year, the child should 
be allowed to remain ina single grade. If, in the opinion 
of the teacher and Superintendent, the child’s health would 
be at all endangered, he would not be promoted. 


Of course the mid-year promotions are not general. Only 
about ten per-cent are found to be prepared. This year 115 
were promoted. 


Sometimes pupils and even parents feel that the teacher’s 
estimates as recorded upon the report cards are not quite 
right. They must remember that these are the feacher’s 
estimates, not anyone else’s; that she is in the most favorable 
position to give a fair estimate ; and that she naturally wishes 
her pupils to have a good record. If any mistake is made, 
it will probably be in giving too high a mark. Last year 
most of the teachers marked too high. This year the mark- 
ing is made with very careful thought, and is generally fair 
and impartial. 


In all promotions ‘our study and effort is to place each 
pupil where his educational interests will best be subserved. 
When these interests will be better fostered in the next 
grade, everything being taken into account,—age, health, 
ability, effort, attendance and scholarship,—he should be 
promoted even if his rank is belowthe standard. But I must 
not yield to the solicitations of parents so far as to wrong 
the child by placing him ina position less favorable to these 
interests. The ambition that seeks promotion regardless of 
fitness is as cruel as it is unwise. Promotion adds nothing 
to the child’s mental development, ability, or attainments, 


SPELLING. 


Upon this subject I do not hold the current popular 
opinion, for it is quite the fashion to give only incidental 
attention to spelling in connection with other subjects. I 
would give this incidental attention, but would also have a 
special daily exercise in which the pupil’s attention should 
be called to the form, meaning and pronunciation of a few 
new words; in which practice should be given in writing 
and defining them, and, by means of prefixes and endings, 
in making derived forms. Much is said about “ getting the 
thought,” and this is right ; but by masteringa new word the 
child secures the key to new thought, for words are the ele- 
ments of thought. Unless this word-study be made 
systematic, much time will be wasted and the really impor- 
tant words neglected. 

The first thing needed is a suitable list of words, for no 
one would think of teaching all the words of our language. 
This list should consist of our commonest words in their 
simplest forms and should be carefully graded. If the simplest 
form of a word be learned and some attention be given to 
phonics, prefixes, suffixes and vowel changes, the learner 
becomes master not only of the spelling but of the meaning 
and pronunciation of nearly all derived forms. Thus the word 
accept is the key to accepts, accepting, accepted, acceptedly, 
acceptable, acceptably, acceptableness, acceptability, accepter, 
acceptor, acceplant, acceptance, acceptancy, acceplation, accepiive, 
unacceptable, etc., to the number of twenty or more. 

I have spent considerable time in selecting and grading 
words for the spelling-classes, and, although the grading is 
not completed, the lists are being used in the schools 
according to the following plan :— 

Twenty new words are placed on the blackboard in front 
of the class every Monday morning and are allowed to 
remain there one week. Spelling, with most persons, is largely 
a question of form, which is taken in through the eye. Fora 
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week these words are before the eye of the pupil and are 
impressing their forms upon his mind. This is not all, for 
the teacher each day calls his attention particularly to five of 
the words, teaching carefully their peculiarities, pronunciation 
and meaning, and has him write them repeatedly, so that 
their forms may become impressed upon his muscles also ; 
for written spelling, made perfect, is automatic or uncon- 
scious muscular action. 

The next morning, without further study, the class is 
required to write the five words and to use them in original 
sentences, and on Monday morning to write and define the 
twenty words of the preceding week. 

Some persons can learn to spell much more easily by sound 
than by form,—through the ear rather than through the eye. 
To meet the needs of such there should be oral spelling. In 
the lower grades the words are both written and spelled 
orally each day, and in the upper grades occasional oral 
reviews are given. 

No word appears twice upon the lists, so the pupils make new 
acquisitions each week. They study in this way over seven 
hundred words a year, which means over six thousand at the 
end of the grammar-school course. But as these are chiefly 
key-words, they will have command of nearly twenty-five 
thousand forms. 


READING. 


The subject of instruction in the public schools first in 
order and importance is reading. Its importance is due no 
more to its relation to other studies than to its influence upon 
life and character. 

We aim to secure three results in teaching this subject : 
(1) to develop the ability to gather thought from the printed 
page with facility, (2) to fix the reading habit, and (3) to 
establish a love for good reading. We do not try to produce 
elocutionists or actors. In the primary grades the child 
masters the mechanical difficulties of the art,—‘ He learns to 
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read,’—and in the upper grades he reads for information, for 
pleasure, to interpret an author, and to develop a good literary 
taste,—“ He reads to learn.” When a child has learned to 
read he has acquired a new power. He holds the key to a 
new world,—the world of literature, bad as well as good. To 
teach him to read without helping him to know and love 
good books is inconsistent and open to grave questions. It 
is not enough for the school to place in his hand the key: it 
should go further and unlock the door, give him a pleasant 
introduction to literature, and see that he makes the acquaint- 
ance of a few of the best writers. Give him the best the 
language affords, only let it be adapted to his mind, It would 
be a great mistake to limit the child’s reading to the books 
we most enjoy. <A book is no less a classic simply because 
we have outgrown it. The child should be allowed to feast 
among myths, fables and advantures, only let the stories be 
the purest and best the race has produced. It may be non- 
sense to us, but it is health and happiness to his mind. The 
fact is, Mother Goose fosters poetry and music ; myth is not 
only the ancestor of history, but the mother of philosophy ;. 
and fable has always been a potent teacher of righteousness. 
If you wish the child to dislike reading or to seek the intoxi- 
cation of vicious literature, ignore his tastes, disregard his. 
imagination, and give him only logic and facts plain!y 
stated. Well-fed children are nauseated by the filthy refuse 
which starving ones eagerly devour. Often through the 
ignorance of the child’s real nature and needs we bring about 
the very results we are most anxious to avert. In the 
development of the child’s tastes and modes of thought, he 
lives over the mental history of the race from its infancy to: 
civilization, and his reading should be adapted to his stage of 
development. | 
The following books have already been introduced. Seud- 
der’s Fables and Folk Stories, Hans Andersen’s Stories, 
Hawthorne’s Little Daffy-down-dilly and Other Stories, Haw- 
thorne’s True Stories from New England History, Haw- 
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thorne’s Tanglewood Tales, Longfellow’s Songs of Hiawatha. 
Dickens’ Christmas Carol and Cricket on the Hearth, 
Longfellow’s Evangeline and Irving’s Essays from the 
Sketch-Book. 

These, of course, do not constitute all of the school read- 
ing. Several first, second and third readers are used in the 
lower grades and often advanced readers in the upper grades. 
But we hope soon to be able to supply all classes above the 
third grade with classic English for oral reading and scientific, 
geographic and information readers for s¢lent reading. 


VERTICAL WRITING. 


At the beginning of the discussion of vertical writing I 
thought it a fad and was decidedly prejudiced against it.. 
But after continuing my investigation more than a year I was. 
thoroughly convinced, not only of its superiority as a system, 
but of its better adaptation to school use. 

In the first place, it is the zafursal mode of writing,—the 
hand the learner naturally adopts, and the one in universal 
use up to the sixteenth century. Slant must be taught, and 
itis the almost unanimous testimony of primary teachers 

that it is the hardest part of writing to teach successfully. 
It is more /egib/e, and is generally desired in copying and’ 
engrossing where absolute legibility is required. 

It is more economical of space, material and energy. A. 
simple test with letters of the same height will convince any- 
one that more vertical letters can be written in a given space 
than slanting letters. It is the hand one instinctively adopts 
when his space is very limited. The pen will travel over a 
line about thirty per-cent shorter and at a cost of thirty per- 
cent less muscular and nerve energy. For most persons this. 
may not bea matter worth considering, but for those who 
earn their bread with their pen it is not insignificant. 

Some claim that the vertical hand is less rapid than the 
slanting hand. If the pen travels only seventy per-cent as far 
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in vertical writing as in slanting, the same rate of motion 
must enable the writer to trace the word in less time. The 
mathematics of the question is certainly on the side of the 
upright hand. That there is nothing about vertical writing 
which tends to diminish speed was well demonstrated by the 
experiment of Mr. D. T. Ames, editor of the Penman’s Art 
Journal, with a large number of operators in the Central 
office of the Western Union Telegraph Company, where 
rapidity and legibility are absolutely indispensable. His test, 
made without the knowledge of the operators, showed that 
most of them write a vertical or nearly vertical hand. 

But the reason above all others for using vertical writing 
is hygienic. It is a well-known fact that shortsightedness, 
almost exclusively, and ninety per-cent of curvatures of the 
spine, not arising from special disease, are developed during 
school life. In the opinion of some of the best oculists and ~ 
orthopedists, whose opinions are based upon observations in 
the school-room, the bad position while writing is chiefly 
responsible for these evils. These specialists also agree that 
vertical writing seems best adapted to the right physical 
conditions of the eye and spine. 

In Europe, where the investigation began much earlier and 
has been most thorough and scientific, vertical writing has 
been widely introduced into the schools. It is now being 
very rapidly adopted by American educators, and I have yet 
to learn of its discontinuance in a single school where it has 
been tested. 

Many persons taught slanting writing at school adopt the 
vertical hand soon after entering practical life. Teachers 
who objected to its introduction into their schools soon 
became its most enthusiastic advocates, because ‘it is so much 
easier to teach, and the children write so much better.” 
Contrary to my expectation the older pupils find little diffi- 
culty in changing from a slanting to a vertical hand; and, 
in cases where the former hand was very poor, the results of 
the change have been exceedingly gratifying. 
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DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


- Miss Eager, who had been supervisor of drawing three 
years, resigned at the end of the winter term. The last 
year’s work proves that we were very fortunate in securing 
Miss Mattie B. Bent to fill the vacancy. Miss Bent was a 
normal graduate and ateacher of very successful experience 
before entering upon her course of special training at the 
Normal Art School. She understands not only the art of 
drawing but the more difficult art of teaching. Her work 
has been definitely and systematically arranged, carefully and 
skillfully directed, and by teachers and pupils enjoyably and 
very profitably performed. 

The instruction in music has continued in charge of Miss 
Ellen H. Bartlett, There has been constant improvement in 
this department of the school work. A less crowded pro- 
gram and better accommodations as to room will enable the 
supervisor to do more satisfactory work in the High School. 


PAGE ERS, 


There have been several changes in the corps of teachers 
during the year, most of them unavoidable, some of them 
advisable. Three teachers have married, one has gone 
abroad, one was given leave of absence for a year, two 
resigned on account of ill health, two accepted elections else- 
where at salaries much higher than we are able to pay, two 
assistants were left without positions because it did not 
seem wise to continue the practice of having two persons 
teach at the same time in one room, two were left without 
positions because their rooms were closed, and four others, 
for reasons which seemed to the Superintendent and the 
Committee sufficient, failed to be re-elected in June. 

Frequent changes in the teaching force are undesirable and 
should be avoided as far as possible ; but when a teacher 
becomes professionally stagnant, lacks mental or moral qual- 
ifications, or for any reason conspicuously fails to meet the 
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needs of the children, there can be no adequate excuse for 
retaining his or her services. No personal elements entered 
into the election or rejection of any teacher. It was in no 
case a questionof friendship or policy, but of fitness and 
duty. There was no ill will, no favoritism. That which 
was believed to be best for the interests of the children and 
for the good of the schools was done after careful investiga- 
tion and deliberate thought. 

Some of the work has been new to the teachers, but with 
very few exceptions they have undertaken it intelligently 
and in the spirit of true teachers. They are to be com- 
‘mended for their hearty co-operation and faithful effort to do 
satisfactorily all that has been required of them. Many of 
the teachers are doing excellent work, and it is a pleasure to 
work with them. Their scholarship is ample, their prepa- 
ration careful, their discipline wise, their teaching skill- 
ful, their spirit admirable, their thought and effort un- 
tiring. 

As occasions for the election of new teachers arise, only 
applicants who have had real professional training should be 
eligible. The State Board of Education, by a plan for the 
examination and certification of teachers, adopted December 
14, 1894, has fixed a standard which recognizes teaching as 
a profession. Character, scholarship and professional skill 
are very properly made indispensable qualifications. Of the 
teachers appointed during the year, there is not one, except 

‘the local candidates, who is not either a normal or college 
graduate. 

Doubtless teachers, like other mortals, make mistakes, 
but in nine out of every ten cases of trouble between pupils 
and teacher the pupils are wholly at fault, which fault is 
often aggravated and the trouble greatly augmented by the 
unwise counsels of parents. There is no motive for a teacher 
‘to abuse a pupil. All her personal interest would lead her to 
seek his welfare and to be ambitious for his advancement. 
The fact is, the average teacher in the instruction and man- 
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agement of her school exercises far more patience, justice and 
good sense than the average parent in the home training. 

Let it be distinctly understood that parents are the most 
welcome of school visitors. Every wise teacher is glad to 
confer with parents, desires and highly appreciates their co- 
operation, and will answer courteously but frankly all inquiries 
in regard to the work and conduct of their children ; only let 
the parents observe the common amenities of life, candidly 
examine the teachers’ side of all questions, and heartily sup- 
port her as long as she is right and does her duty. 

If those who feel they have a real grievance against a 
school will come to the Superintendent, he will listen to the 
case patiently, investigate it carefully, and do all in his power 
to correct any wrong. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND REPAIRS. 


The improvements and repairs have been more extensive 
than was contemplated at the beginning of the year. 

It seemed best to paint the outside of five instead of three 
buildings,—the High School, Oak Grove, Felchville, Bacon 

and West Part. 

_ The large room on the second floor of the High School 
building was divided into two rooms, one seating sixty and 
the other forty pupils. 

A much-needed improvement was made in this building, 
by placing in the west basement water closets, toilet and 
clothes rooms for the young ladies. These rooms are con- 
venient, comfortable and thoroughly modern in equipment. 
The change necessitated the construction of a large cesspool 
on the east side of the building. 

The hall on the third floor of the building was furnished 
with settees to accommodate two hundred persons, and is 
used as an assembly room. 

The small room in the northwest corner, on the first floor, 
was furnished with desk, chairs and shelves for High School 
supply room, teachers’ room and Master’s office. 
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A few new desks were added to the lower class-rooms, and 
about 560 square feet of slate blackboard were put upon the 
walls of the different rooms. 

At the Eliot School concrete walks were laid along the 
front of the building and continued to the sidewalk from both 
entrances. The hall was furnished with folding settees and 
the stage equipped with curtains and scenery. The upper 
room in the new part was furnished with slate blackboards. 

Little was expended upon the Wilson building except to 
furnish the Principal’s room with slate boards. 

In addition to the painting of the Oak Grove building, a 
broad walk was made from the entrance to the street. 

Decided improvements were made in the condition and 
arrangements of the fences and out-buildings at the Cochitu- 
ate Street school. 

Other minor repairs have been made at all the buildings. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The school opened one month earlier than last year. The 
enrollment and average attendance was more than twice as 
large as a year ago, being 117 and 56.7 respectively, and the 
per-cent of attendance was unusually high for an evening 
school, being 85.5. 

The class of pupils was excellent, all evidently having 
come for the purpose of good work. I agree with the Prin- 
cipal, that forty evenings are not enough for this school, and 
that it would be well to begin as earlyas the first of October. 
A course of study should be adopted, and’pupils completing 
it should be given a certificate to that effect. 

The addition of shorthand to the list of subjects proved 
very attractive, and the classes in book-keeping and civil 
government were large and interested. 

The school was in charge of Mr. John F. McGrath, Prin- 
cipal, and Miss Emma F. Chater and Miss Florence M. Kil- 
burn, assistants. Three hundred dollars will hardly be

sufficient to meet the needs of this school next year, if any 
of the desired improvements are made. 
JANITORS. 

It has been the custom to have the school buildings cleaned 
once a year by persons employed for that particular purpose. 
The dirt was allowed to accumulate during the year, and 
near the close of the summer vacation the buildings were 
thrown open for several days to a company of house cleaners. 
During this period no one could be held responsible for the 
school property. The method was wrong, the work unsatis- . 
factory, and the expense unreasonably large. 

Under the present arrangement the janitors are paid an 
annual salary, and are held responsible for the condition of 
their respective buildings and grounds throughout the year. 
They are expected to do promptly whatever sweeping, 
dusting, and washing is necessary to keep the buildings and 
furniture in proper condition for school purposes, and to see 
that the rooms are suitably heated and all necessary paths 
made. The grounds, buildings and school property are in 
their constant keeping, and if anything is lost, or the prem- 
ises are not in good order, the janitors are responsible. 

Next to the importance of a good teacher is that of a good 
janitor of a school. His thoughtfulness checks many a leak 
in expenses, his neatness adds much to the attractiveness of 
the school-room and to the pleasure of school work, and his 
faithfulness is the guardian of the health and comfort of 
all members of the school. 


mIiGH SCHOOE. 


A careful examination of the courses of study of the High 
School and of their practical working led to the opinion 
that sufficient provision had not been made for the study of 
English, history and mathematics, and that the English 
course should be lengthened one year. 

A new course was adopted, and the school began work at 
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the opening of the fall term according to the following 
plan :-—

The above outline presents four distinct courses as fol- 
lows :— 

I. The Classical, consisting of three foreign languages (two 
ancient and one modern), English, Mathematics, some History 
and some Science. 

II. The Latin Scientific, consisting of two foreign lan- 
guages (one ancient and one modern), English, Science, some 
Mathematics and some History. 

III. Modern Languages, consisting of two foreign lan- 
guages (both modern), English, Mathematics, Science and 
History. 
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1V. English Course of three years, consisting of one foreign 
language (either ancient or modern), English, Mathematics, 
History and Science. 

To all who complete satisfactorily the work of the first 
two years of the English course and are unable to continue 
in school, the :Board will give certificates; but such persons 
will take no part in the graduating exercises and will not be 
considered graduates of the school. 

This school is in good condition, and excellent work is 
being done. All who visit it are impressed with the admir- 
able spirit pervading and governing the pupils. The teachers 
are working ata great disadvantage by having such large 
classes. It will be impossible for the present corps of 
teachers to continue to do the work satisfactorily, the present 
indications being that the school will number at least 230 
pupils next year. 

More room must in someway be provided; and some change 
in the mode of ventilating must be made, as the present 
means are very inadequate. Moreover, the building is not 
provided with proper means of escape for the pupils in case 
of fire. 

If a two-story addition were extended thirty feet from the 
south end of the building, it would provide four commodious 
rooms and also for suitable ventilation and fire escape. 
Water closets and coat rooms for the boys could be placed 
in the basement of the new part. This seems to be the 
most economical and satisfactory way to meet the pressing 
needs of the school. 

I would call your careful attention to the Master’s report 
herewith submitted. 


Natick, Mass., March 1, 1895. 
To Mr. F. E. Parlin, Supt. of Public Schools . 


Herewith is submitted my second annual report of the 
Natick High School. 
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In June, 1894, a class of twenty-nine was graduated, seven 
of whom were in the Four Years’ Course. Four young ladies 
entered Wellesley, four young men entered the Institute of 
Technology, one entered Tufts, one Amherst Agricultural 
College, and several entered some normal school or busi- 
ness college. The graduating exercises reflected great 
credit on the ability and enterprise of the class. 

The school reopened on Tuesday, Sept. 4, 1894, with two 
hundred and one pupils, an increase of thirty-six over the 
year before. Of this number 117 were girls and eighty-four 
boys, divided as follows : Seniors, ten ; second class, twenty- 
two; third class, seventy-three ; Juniors, eighty-eight ; Spe- 
cials, eight. There are now in the school 193. It is a matter 
of promise that so many of the last-year pupils returned ; and, 
further, it is a pleasure to report that, owing to the combined 
efforts of teachers and pupils, the school in numbers, in qual- 
ity of work, in tone and spirit, is very noticeably in advance 
of last year. We are not yet satisfied, however, that the 
limit of efficiency has been reached. The work has been 
somewhat retarded because the classes were too large, but 
the pressure in this direction has been relieved by the elec- 
tion of an additional teacher. The classes can now be made 
smaller and the amount of individual work largely extended. 

It isto be regretted that it has not seemed practicable to in- 
troduce into the High School some system of physical train- 
ing. Such a system would afford relief from long-continued 
mental work and do much toward developing healthy and 
erect bodies. In our best schools the matter of care for the 
body is receiving the most thoughtful attention and has 
justly become a part of the regular work. We hope to 
make a move soon in this important matter. 

The rapid growth in the number of pupils in the past few 
years has brought about such an unfortunate condition in 
respect to heating, ventilation and overcrowding that the 
question of obtaining relief has been pressing for solution. 
As the facts in the case are well known to the Superinten- 
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dent and Committee and are receiving the attention they 
demand, it is not necessary to mention them in detail. The 
changes that were made last summer have proven most 
convenient and have added to the efficiency of the school. 

The same methods of discipline and development that 
were employed last year are still in force. No good reason 
has appeared why they should be abandoned. The object in 
view is to make the Natick High School take rank among 
the best in the State and play an important part in the 
future welfare of the town. It is doubtful if any other town 
in Massachusetts of the same number of inhabitants as 
Natick has as large a High School, and it is to be noted 
that the average age of the pupils is fully equal to that of 
pupils in other High Schools. This means that an unusually 
large proportion of the young people of Natick avail them- 
selves of the privileges of education beyond the grammar 
schools. 

For whatever success has attended the work of the past 
year the teachers should justly receive words of praise. Their 
relations with the pupils have been friendly without loss of 
dignity, and the pupils, in turn, with few exceptions, have 
been quick to respond to all requests that had for their 
object the maintenance of good order and a high standard 
of work. I make use of no trite expression in saying that 
it is a genuine pleasure to commend the able assistance of 
the teachers and the splendid work of many of the, pupils. 
We all recognize that the best part of any school is not in 
the text-books, not in the facts learned, not in the training 
of the mental faculties, though these are all-important, but 
rather in the development of the power of self-government, 
in the forming of safe habits of thought, and in the build- 
ing of a worthy character.

IN GENERAL. 


I wish to call your attention to the very unsatisfactory 
mode of heating the Eliot School. In some rooms the 
heating arrangement is so inadequate that on very cold days 
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it is wholly unwise and unsafe to keep the pupils. Before 
another winter this building should be equipped for steam 
heat. 

In harmony with the vote of the Board, the eighth-grade 
rooms have been in session thirty-eight weeks this year in- 
stead of thirty-six as formerly. 

Through a mistake some of the diplomas were incorrectly 
filled out last June, and, as all the blanks had been used, cor- 
rect copies could not be presented at graduation. New 
blanks will soon be ready, and copies properly filled out will 
be given in exchange for the incorrect forms. 

In conclusion, I believe I can state with Pennderce that 
the schools have made creditable advancement. There has 
been marked improvement in the teaching. The schools are 
far from being thoroughly organized and equipped, and the 
best methods of teaching and governing are by no means 
established ; but in these respects there has been a decided 
gain during the year. The policy outlined at the beginning 
of my first annual report has been the policy of this year. 
I lay no claim to infallibility, but do claim to have worked, 
according to my best judgment, for the improvement of 
your schools,—the purpose for which, as I understand it, I 
am employed. 

I have worked upon the hypothesis that the citizens of 
Natick are sensible people, that they want the best schools 
possible for the money expended, that they desire to have 
the schools managed impartially according to a rational 
policy and the best educational standards, that they expect 
me to do what I sincerely believe to be best for the children 
and do not expect me to depart from those convictions 
through prejudice or prepossession, through fear of threats 
or love of flattery. 

The year’s work has been made very pleasant by the 
manifest desire and purpose of this Board to promote the 
best development of the schools and the highest educational 
interests of the town. 
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I desire to thank you as a Board and individually for your 
wise counsels and constant co-operation.

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_... REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the twenty-first annual re- 
port of the water department for the year ending Feb. 28, 1895. 

The extension of main pipe has been very small during the past 
year, as there have been few demands where it would pay 
any income, according to the outlay, in piping streets long dis- 
tances with few houses, where owners only wanted to take water 
in dry weather. 

The number for applications for service pipe has also been very 
small, only nineteen applications having been received. Most of 
the work has been the making connections of streets, repairing 
and replacing old hydrants and setting new ones in localities. 
where needed. 

The engineer at the pumping station reports everything in his 
charge in good order, with the exception of a few minor repairs, 
that will have to be attended to in early spring at a small outlay. 
The rest of the works (as far as can be seen) is in good condi- 
tion, but it must be remembered that the main pipe, as well 
as all others laid in 1874, should not be relied on any longer, 
particularly the main from pumping station to reservoir, as part 
of it passes through the meadow which is always flooded during 
some part of the year, and if a break should occur when it is 
covered with water it would be almost impossible to repair it. I 
would recommend that steps be taken to lay a new main 
from reservoir to some point where it may be of use in case of 
emergency. 

Following will be found the record showing cost of works to 
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date and running expenses of separate parts ; also the income for 
the past year, with the average consumption of water per day.

ENGINEER’S REPORT OF FIRE DEPART- 
MENT. 


The annual report of the Fire Department for the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1895, we respectfully submit. 

With a few recommendations which might be considered, we 
-would report that the department has been very successful the past 
year, during which there were more than the usual number of 
alarms, but by prompt work the losses have not amounted to 
what the insurance companies have paid, who have been very 
liberal in their settlements, which is commendable in honest fires. 

The apparatus is in good order at this date. With the exception 
of a few minor mishaps, there have been no serious accidents to 
-either members or apparatus. 

We shall purchase about five hundred feet of hose with the 
balance of the appropriation, which will carry us through another 
year without an extra appropriation for hose. 

The fire alarm has been extended by the addition of three 
boxes. The system should be now extended to Everett street, on 
‘Cottage, on Rockland, and to Mill street at Speen street. By 
doing this the town would be well protected, as the hydrant ser- 
vice extends to the above places. This branch of the department 
has given good results the past year.

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REPORT OF SEWERAGE COMMITTEE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Natick: 


At a special town meeting held in July last the town, by a very 
emphatic vote, accepted the provisions of chap. 459, Acts 1894, 
authorizing the construction and maintenance of a system of 
sewerage disposal for the town of Natick. Immediately there- 
after we took active and energetic steps to determine and promote 
the various features and details of this important undertaking. 
We were strongly impressed at the outset with the belief that the 
services of a thoroughly competent engineer would be required if 
the expectation of an adequate and satisfactory system of sewerage 
was to be realized. To the consideration and settlement of this 
_ vital question, we devoted a great deal of time, thought and ef- 
fort. Bids were received from a considerable number of engi- 
neers, who expressed a willingness and desire to serve the town. 
We made;careful investigations concerning their talents and quali- 
fications and finally selected one from amongst the lowest bidders. 
‘The gentleman of our choice was Mr. Samuel M. Gray of Provi- 
dence, R. I., a man of wide experience and very highly com- 
mended. He is now diligently engaged in forwarding the enter- 
prise which we have in charge and is making satisfactory prog- 
ress. It was the sincere hope and purpose of the Committee to 
begin active operations last Fall, in order to provide employ- 
ment for a considerable portion of our people who were desirous 
_ of obtaining work. They, as wellas the committee, were disap- 
pointed, and inevitably so. We found the undertaking one of 
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great magnitude and soon realized that there were so many mat- 
ters and details to master and adjust that it would be detrimental 

to the best interests of the town to proceed in a way which could 
be regarded in no other light than that of precipitancy. For s 
long period we have been holding several committee meetings 
each week for the purpose of advancing the work, and it is our 
intention and expectation of being in readiness to commence ac- 
tive operations in the early Spring. A large portion of the work 

can be performed by day labor, and employment thereby be given 
to those of our people who may desire it. Wefeel bound to obey the 
instructions‘of the town and we find them to be in accord with 
our own individual views, with one single exception. We allude to 
that portion of the vote having reference to the digging of the 
trenches and laying the pipe therein. We think it probable that 
the propositien to perform this work by day labor only was 
adopted inadvertently, because it must be clearly manifest to all 
that there are very few workmen in Natick who would be ready 

and willing to engage in the task of throwing out dirt from deep 
and narrow trenches. We feel that more advantageous employ- 
ment can be given our citizens and we would, therefore, ask for a 
modification of the vote, to the end that we may be relieved from 

embarrassment and delay in the prosecution of the work committed 
to our hands. Late in the Summer of last year Mr. W. W. 

Wight resigned as a member of the committee, and the vacancy 
thus created was filled by a joint convention of the Selectmen and 

Sewerage Committee, who elected Mr. James W. Morse.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health herewith respectfully submit their annual 
report for 1894. 

‘The town has been remarkably free the past year from the ray- 
ages of contagious or infectious diseases, though during the fall 
and winter months there has been considerable sickness, of the 
ordinary type. That Natick has maintained her reputation for 
healthfulness our records bear ample proof, and that the sanitary 
education of our citizen is becoming a fundamental principle is 
evidenced by their cheerful co-operation with the board. 

Never since this board has been created independent of the 
Selectmen, has there appeared such willingness on the part of our 
people to comply with exacting sanitary regulations, and this feel- 
ing has materially lightened the burden of our duties. 

Complaints for poorly constructed drains, vaults, cesspools, 
etc., have been numerous, and as a rule these difficulties cheerfully 
remedied after inspection and citation. 

The rules and regulations regulating plumbing adopted by the 
Board of Health of last year, and which by Art. 16 in the town 
warrant was submitted to the people, failing of adoption, a 
somewhat modified form is herewith appended to this report and 
again submitted to the town. 

Under the statute of 1894 two inspectors of plumbing were ap- 
pointed after passing a successful ‘‘civil service’? examination ; 
yviz., Chas. K. Barker and William Todd. 

In compliance with the statute, Walter P. Mayo, V. S., was 
appointed Inspector under the law relating to contagious diseases 
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among domestic animals, and the following is his report to this

SMALLPOX. 


On the evening of May 7 the board received notice from the 
late Dr. Townsend that a case simulating smallpox had appeared 
ina map doing business in Boston but living in South Natick. 
Two of the board immediately visited the case but deferred their 
diagnosis until the next morning, when it was pronounced an un- 
mistakable and genuine case. Notice to that effect was at once 
reported to the State Board. The family consisted of husband, 
wife and one child, a boy of four or five years of age, occupying, 
an upper tenement, scrupulously clean, and in every respect in 
perfect sanitary condition. If it had been deemed necessary, his 
condition was too critical to think of removal. Wife and child 
were at once thoroughly and successfully vaccinated and every 
precaution taken to quarantine the premises. After running its 
usual course, the tenement and everything within were cleansed 
and fumigated by this board. There has been no occurrence of 
smallpox from this case, which fact shows how important it is te 
take every precaution in dealing with the disease. During con- 
tinuance of the disease, the board made sixteen visits to the case 
for the purpose of exacting the most rigid compliance with their 
rules. }

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL. 


The trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor to 
submit this their second annual report. 

The trustees regret that they are not prepared to announce the 
completion of the hospital building, as was expected when they 
made their last report they would at this time be able todo. But 
the difficulty of settling upon the details of the plans and the 
further difficulty of determining the kind of building, the size of 
the building, and the amount of the fund which should be devoted 
to its erection, have taken more time than was then thought would 
be required; and as there seemed no pressing demands for the 
hospital for immediate use, the trustees deemed it unwise to pro- 
ceed without taking ample time for the most careful consideration 
of these subjects; and to them they have given much time and 
attention during the past year. ‘They have now practically agreed 
upon the details of the plans, and hope and expect to begin the 
work of building in the near future. 

The trustees are aware that there has been some impatience 
manifested, and perhaps some criticism indulged in, because of 
the delay in erecting the building ; but they wish simply to beseech 
patience, giving the assurance that they have proceeded and shall 
proceed as expeditiously as may be found consistent with a proper 
performance of their duties. It should be borne in mind that, 
while the trustees have the most unlimited authority to act, yet 
with this authority goes the responsibility of establishing and main- 
taining the hospital as a permanent public charity, in accordance 
with the design and purpose of the founder .of it; so that the 
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people for whose benefit itis to be established—mostly, of course, 
the poor and the unfortunate—may get the most possible good out 
of it; and at the same time the least possible burden be imposed 
on our people by way of contributing to supply such deficiencies 
as shall be found to exist from time to time in the cost of its 
maintenance and support. 


The trustees keenly feel the loss whieh was sustained by the 
death of that accomplished gentleman, Dr. Townsend, their senior 
member ; he was greatly interested in the success of the hospital, 
and was greatly beloved and highly respected by his associates of 
the board. 


At a meeting of the board, after the death of Dr. Townsend, 
in accordance with the provisions of Mrs. Morse’s will, Dr. William 
H. Sylvester was elected by the unarimous yote of the surviving 
trustees, to fillthe vacancy until the next annual election, when the 
same is to be filled by a vote of the town.

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PLUMBING REGULATIONS. 


Plumbing rules and regulations to be submitted by the Board 
of Health to the town of Natick, March 18, 1895, for adoption, 
in accordance with Sec. 7, Chap. 455, of the Acts of 1894: 

Section 1. No person shall carry on the business of plumb- 
ing or do any work at plumbing, unless he shall have first ob- 
tained a license from, and registered his name with, the Board of 
Health as provided in Chap. 455, Acts of 1894. 

Sec. 2. Every plumber before doing any work in a building 
shall, except in the case of repair of leaks, file at the office of the 
Board of Health, upon blanks provided for the purpose, a notice 
of the intended work, with a description of the same ; and no work 
shall be done without a permit from the Board of Health. 

Sec. 3. Every building provided with water from the town 
or other water supply shall have a waste pipe for the conveyance 
of waste water, separately and independently connected. with the 
puplic sewer, or if there is no sewer, with a sufficient and proper 
cesspool satisfactory to the Board of Health for the town of Na- 
tick, easily accessible for inspection and cleaning. 

Sec. 4. Drain and soil-pipes within a building, and for a 
distance of not less than five feet outside the foundation walls 
thereof, through whieh water or sewerage is carried, shall be 
made of lead or iron; shall be sound, free from holes and other 
defects, of a uniform thickness, and shall be securely ironed to 
walls, laid in trenches, or suspended by strong iron hangers, 
and shall have a proper fall of not less than one-quarter of an 
inch to a foot towards the drain or sewer. All joints of cast- 
iron pipes shall be made by thoroughly calking the same with 
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molten lead. All joints between lead and cast iron pipes shall 
be made by soldering the lead pipe to a brass ferrule and calking 
‘the same into the iron pipe. 

Sec. 5. A running trap must be placed on the house-drain at 
an accessible point near where it leaves the building. The trap 
must be furnished with brass clear out, for convenience in clean- 
ing. There must be an inlet for fresh air entering the drain just 
inside the trap, of at least four inches in diameter, leading to the 
outer air and not less than three feet from any window, or ten 
from the cold air supply of a furnace, and terminate two feet 
above grade, with top covered by cap securely fastened on. All 
pipes passing through cellar or foundation walls shall pass through 
‘a collar or slot so that no bearing of such wall shall be had on the 
pipe. Changes in direction shall be made with curved pipes, 
and connections with horizontal pipes shall be made with Y 
branches. 

Soil pipes shall be carried through the roof, open and undimin- 
ished in size, to a height of two feet above the roof, and not less 
than five feet above any widow within ten feet of the same. 

Sec. 6. Rain water leaders, when connected with soil or 
‘drain pipes, shall be suitably trapped. 

Sec. 7. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be covered or con- 
‘cealed from view until approved by the inspector, who shall ex- 
amine the same within two working days after notice that they 
‘are ready for inspection. 

Sec. 8. Plumbing work shall not be used unless the same 
‘has first been tested by the plumber, in the presence of the in- 
‘spector, with the water test, or if that is not practicable, with 
some other reliable test, and approved by the said inspector. 

Sec. 9. Every fixture having a waste pipe connected with 
‘the sewer or cesspool, shall be furnished with a separate trap, 
-except where two fixtures adjoin each other, when one suitable 
‘trap may be used ; this does not apply to water closets, urinals or 
slop hoppers, which must be trapped independently. All such 
‘traps must be placed as near as practicable to said fixtures and 
shall be protected from syphonage or air pressure by special ven- 
‘tilating air pipes. 

All ventilating air-pipes less than two inches shall be of the 


‘game size as the waste, and for water-closets traps shall be not 
less than two-inch bore for thirty feet or less, and nut less 
than three-inch bore for more than thirty feet; such air-pipes 
shall be run as direct as practicable, and shall have an upward 
incline from the trap. Two or more air-pipes may connect to- 
gether or with a soil-pipe, but in every case of connection 
with a  soil-pipe such -connection shall be made above 
the upper fixture in the building. Lead vent-pipes shall be used 
only when in view. Soil-pipes, or waste-pipe ventilators, shall 
not be constructed of brick, sheet metal, or earthenware, and 
chimney-flues shall not be used as such ventilators. 

Sec. 10. When a suitable trap is used on a kitchen sink, and 
no other fixtures are placed in the building, the air-pipe, trap at 
cellar wall, or fresh-air inlet shall not be enforced. 

Sec. 11. Local vents may be used and are recommended by 
‘the board. 


Sec. 12. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water- 
-closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall be run 
to some place in open sight, and in no case shall any such pipe be 
-connected directly with a drain, waste-pipe or soil-pipe. 


Szc. 138. Waste-pipes from refrigerators, or other receptacles 
in which provisions are stored, shall not be connected with a 
drain, soil-pipe or other waste-pipe, unless such waste-pipes are 
provided with traps, suitably ventilated, and in every case there 
-shall be an open tray between the trap and refrigerator. 


Sec. 14. No steam exhaust, blow-off, nor drip-pipe shall con- 
nect with a sewer, house drain, soil, waste or vent pipe. 


Sec. 15. Every water-closet shall be supplied with water from 
tank, used for no other purpose, and the flushing pipe shall not 
be less than one inch in diameter; but this requirement shall not 
-apply to water-closets substituted for vaults, where the same are 
‘located outside of the building proper; and water-closets so lo- 
-cated may be arranged so as to receive their supply directly from 
the main, with such water fixtures as shall be approved by the 
Board of Health or their authorized agent. 


Sec. 16. Wooden wash trays or sinks, and pan-closets, shall 
snot be put in on new work, or replaced in doing repair work. 
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Sec. 17. These regulations apply to all plumbing work here- 
after constructed in the town. All alterations must be in accord 
with the regulations, and such alterations will be ordered by the 
board whenever they judge it necessary for the public health. 

Sec. 18. Any person violating any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and subject to a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars for each and every violation there- 
of, and his license may be revoked by the Board of Health, as 
provided for in section 8 of chap. 455 of the acts of 1894. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
MORSE INSTITUTE. 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


The Trustees of the Morse Institute have the honor to 
submit this, their twenty-second annual report. During the 
past year a supplement to the catalogue has been compiled 
and printed, and is now ready for distribution. The classi- 
fication of the titles of nearly 5,000 volumes, the addition to 
the library by purchase or otherwise since 1882, the year 
when the general catalogue was issued, has been a work of 
much labor andcare. Special credit is due Miss Lucy E, 
Wight, the compiler, for the thorough manner in which she 
has discharged her arduous and responsible duties. The 
publication of the Supplement was delayed much longer 
than the Trustees anticipated, but a modification of con- 
tract and vexatious details postponed its issue. 


The Trustees have endeavored, as far as the limited ap- 
propriation and income would permit, to offer to the patrons 
of the Institute as large a number of the more important 
publications as possible. Special attention has been directed 
to the enlargement of our Reference Library. Valuable 
works on literature, history, science, fine and industrial arts, 
have been added during the past year. The income from 
the J. B. Walcott fund is at present almost wholly devoted 
to this purpose. It is the aim of those having the manage- 
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ment of the library in charge to make it a potential factor- 
for good in this community ; to ally it closely with our pup- 
lic schools for the greater benefit of the pupils. The plan 
of instruction recently inaugurated in the High School, as 
well as in the higher grammar grades, requires a more gen- 
eral reference to the standard works in the library. To the 
end that such opportunities for educational beneficence may 
be broadened and multiplied, the Trustees intend to pur- 
chase for the reference library books that are specifically 
valuable and useful. 


The Trustees take this opportunity to publicly commend 
the interest shown by the employees of the library and ex- 
press their gratification at its present prosperous condition. 

We also submit herewith the report of the Librarian and 
Treasurer and invite your careful perusal of the same.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute : 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the twenty-second annual 
report of the Morse Institute, showing the growth, use and 
general condition of the library for the year ending January 
30, 1895. 

The tables which usually form a part of the report can be 
found at its close. They show the accessions, circulation of 
books, receipts and expenditures, and all such other facts in 
our history, the past year, as it has been the custom to bring 
before the public. 

Looking back only a few years, one finds that great 
changes have been made in the methods of public libraries 
Year by year they become freer and more practical. Im- 
provements have been made in the details of the daily 
service, upon which the usefulness of the library so largely 
depends. Librarians are no longer mere custodians of books, 
but in a very practical way helpers of all who desire their 
assistance. 

Some valuable additions have been made to the reference 
library, purchased from the income of the John B. Walcott 
fund. The Popular Cyclopedia of U. S. History, in two 
volumes, by Lossing; Iconographic Encyclopzedia, two vol- 
umes; Johnson’s Universal Cyclopedia, in five volumes ; 
History for Ready Reference, by Larned, in four volumes; 
_ Famous Composers, in two volumes, by Paine; Dispensatory 
of the United States, in one volume; Century Cyclopzdia 
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of Names, one volume; and Appleton’s Annual Cyclopzdia 
for 1893. 

One hundred and forty-nine volumes have worn out and 
been taken from the shelves, and thirty-seven have been re- 
placed by new copies. The remaining seemed of hardly 
enough value to replace. The number of worn-out books 
will increase each year, and largely the popular books of 
lighter fiction constantly in circulation from the opening of 
the library in 1874. 

The total number of volumes given out for home use for 
the year was 34,132. This isa gain of 4,273 over the pre- 
ceding year, which is a very large circulation for a library 
of this size. 

The number of books called for at South Natick has 
continued sufficiently large to keep up the delivery twice a 
week, with the exception of four months, June to September 
inclusive. Four hundred and ninety-nine volumes have been 
delivered. Mrs. Addie Williams, librarian of the 
Bacon Free Library, deserves thanks for the extra 
care and work involved in receiving and distributing these 
books, to assist her townspeople in having the advantages 
afforded by a larger library. The branch delivery at Felch- 
ville was discontinued in October owing to the small number 
of books called for. Mrs. Hunting received the books 
gratuitously, for which she deserves grateful acknowledge- 
ment from the library as well as those persons receiving the 


benefit. 

The librarian has often heard regrets expressed that the 
library was to be closed for the month of August; therefore 
the experiment of keeping the library open through the 
month was tried, with much better results than was antici- 
pated. The circulation of books reached 2,386, and the 
number of students and readers in the reading and reference 
rooms was as large as during the other summer months. 

After long delays the Supplement is completed, and the 
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public have the satisfaction of consulting two catalogues in 
place of one, and eleven bulletins. The supplement contains 
the additions for the past twelve years, numbering about 
4,500 books, and is on the same general plan as the catalogue, 
with some improvements which all will appreciate. The 
card-catalogue has received careful attention as far as the 
new accessions are concerned. 

The need of additional accommodations for students still 
confronts us. The section of the reading-room given to this 
purpose is unsuitable, as the constant passing in and out of 
the reading-room, together with the unavoidable noise and 
confusion in the delivery room, makes it quite impossible 
for students to work uninterruptedly. The librarian would 
suggest that the reading-room be moved to the document 
room on the first floor, which would be convenient and 
pleasant, thus leaving the entire room now used as reading 
and reference room combined for the reference, library alone- 
The number of visitors in the reading-room, as well as 
students in the reference department, increases, while the 
room given to each is cut down continually by! the overflow 
of the stack room. Could the town better expend a trifling 
sum than in providing more commodious rooms for these . 
two most important departments of the public library ? 

The librarian would acknowledge the kind co-operation of 
the trustees, assistants and janitor.
